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THE QUESTION OF WAGES. 
Inflitiotmts aud political demagogues 
during every campaign industriously nod 
persistently peddle tbs 6tory that there 
never was a time la the history of the 
country when the laborer was so poorly 
paid as now. 
They charge this state of 
things to hard money, and proclaim that 
there is no relief except through a change 
in the currency which means an unlim­ 
ited issue 
of greenbacks which Con­ 
gress 
shall 
enact 
are 
as 
good 
as gold! According to their theory, mak­ 
ing abundance of money Is very simple 
and easy, and In this way they work on 
the sympathies of the marses, many of 
whom are foolish enough to believe that 
the Government can manufacture money 
by the millions, which, without any con­ 
sideration being given therefor, will nat­ 
urally deep into the pockets cf the labor­ 
er. Samuel J. Tilden, when he accepted 
the nomination for the Presidency, said 
the wolf was at the doer of hundreds 
ct thousands, that starvation was seen on 
every band, 
that the great body of 
laborers were outot employment,that those 
who d u work lived from hand to mouth 
and were poorly paid, and that the only 
way to brighten the financial sky, make 
money abundant, bring good times, and 
furnish plenty of woik and good wages for 
the common laborer, was to elect a Dem­ 
ocratic President. 
The question of wages cow, as compared 
with “good old Democratic days * previous 
to the war, is a very interesting and profit­ 
able one, in view of the statements of tho

It is proper to make the statement, that 
except during the war times, clerks., tne-

were never paid higher wages than now; and 
considering the price of clothing and gro­ 
ceries, there never has been a time when. 
by ordinary economy, they can save more 
money. 
To-day the wages of clerks in 
stores are about one-third higher than they 
were previous to and at the commence­ 
ment of the war. 
Mechanics' wages are 
also proportionately higher. 
In 1801, and 
for several years prior to that time, an or­ 
dinary larm hand in Wisconsin received 
from

to 
IU per month with 
board, aud the average wages for such 
hinds in the Western States, was f 12. The 
average price paid to farm laborers in Wis­ 
consin f or the past few years, is f IO, which 
of course, includes bourd. A thorough in­ 
vestigation of the subject o! wages will re­ 
veal the fact that salaries and wages of all 
kinds, from the highest official to the most 
humble laborer, are much higher to-day, 
than they were previous to 1861.

should 
also be borne in mind 
that 
ail 
the 
leading 
articles 
of 
clothing, and staple groceries, are as low 
a? they were in anti-bellum days. 
Ready 
made clothing was never cheaper than 
now. Calicos and all grades of cotton 
goods are at b »ttom prices. 
There never 
has been a lime when a laborer could buy 
a substantial pair of boo»s for less money 
than in the spring of 1878. In tact all the 
leading articles of consumption, excepting 
probably meals and fi >ur, arc lower tbao 
they have been for many years. 
In look. 
mg over the statistics of wages sod of the 
price 
of 
articles 
of 
consumption, 
we 
will 
find 
that 
wages 
have 
not declined in proportion to the cost of 
living. This is true in all parts of the 
United Slates; and so far as the honest 
lab irtr, or the industrious and skillful me­ 
chanic is concerned, his lot was never bet­ 
ter, as compared aith the general condi­ 
tion of tbiugs throughout tne country, the 
opinion ct inflationists and political dema­ 
gogues, to th** o*o*r try notwithstanding.

He is opposed to any re­ 
sumption, aoy gol f or silver currency, and 
advocated the issue of the enormous sum 
of 2 billion and.900 million of national 
currency which shall never be redeemed* 
and which shall be used for internal public 
improvements. The longer he talked the 
more astounding were his theories. 
He 
favored the abolition of the internal reve­ 
nue system, regarded the national debt a 
national blcrsimr, and said that if the war 
had continued four years longer, and the 
debt had been increased to f 59 *,000.COO,- 
ODO, the country would have been in better 
condition than it is to day. 
He claimed 
that the present financial policy of the Gov­ 
ernment had resulted in increasing the 
prostration of the country. He even insist­ 
ed that the labor riots -last summer were 
justifiable; was amazed that they did not 
extend farther, and predicted 
greater 
trouble, and possibly revolution, uulesj the 
financial palicy is changed. 


The confession of tho man McLin, one 
ol the members of the Returning Board In 
Florida, that there were frauds committed 
in counting that Slate tor Hayes, don’t seem 
to trouble the Republicans in Washington, 
and the Democrats hardly take any notice 
of it. Disappointed and unprincipled of­ 
fice seekers are always ready to cry fraud 
and perjury. McLin would never have 
made any confession, neither would there 
have been any occasion for it, had he been 
appointed to the justiceship of New Mexi. 
c a It was not until after his defeat for 
that position that he discovered any frauds 
in the Florida returns.

Senator Howe’s Explanation. 
On the 16th of April Senator Howe ad­ 
dressed the Senate as follows: 
M r P r e s id e n t : Several weeks ago I 
i submitted some remarks in this place upon 
a resolution asking the President of the 
United States for information touching the 
conduct of Jadge Whittaker, of Louisiana. 
• When my remarks were concluded, but be­ 
fore the Senate bad acted upon the resolu­ 
tion, an executive session was ordered. I 
hope now the Senate will be pleased to 
adopt that resolution and to allow me a 
i word or two in the nature of an explana­ 
tion perhaps. The remarks I then made 
have been the theme of very considerable 
comment; I do not say of criticism, but of 
comment. The sam of those comments, if 
I have not misunderstood them, is about 
this: that wl at I said was true; tht t o her 
Senators had agreed to follow me in the 
same or a similar vein of criticism ; that I 
was vituperative and abusive of the Presi­ 
dent ; that there was no use of my saying 
anything; and that I woald have said 
nothing but for the fact that I was suffer­ 
ing from personal disappointment. 
Sir, I admit that what I said was true. 
Upon that allegation no witnesseses need be 
called. But I have no accomplices. I spoke 
for myself alone. No one knew what I 
was to say. No one had agreed with me 
to say anything. That allegation may as 
well be dismissed. I hope the speech did 
not abure the President. It was little more 
than a recitation of history. I did extenu­ 
ate many things of which I spoke. I set 
down not a thing in malice. Only one re­ 
mark has been pointed out as abusive. 
That was a remark I did not make. On 
that allegation I go to the country. Per­ 
haps it was useless to say anything. Cer­ 
tainly I did not expect to reseat Governor 
Packard, and I did not wish to unseat 
President Hayes; but no fact in our poli­ 
tics was better understood nor more wide­ 
ly published than that some members of 
Congress were not in lull accord with the 
Pre&ident. In certain quarters particular 
attention was called lo the fact that I was a 
non-conformist. It seemed aa lawful for 
me to admit the delinquency as for my ad­ 
versaries to assert It; was it not ? 
The common suggestion was that we 
were offended with the President because 
he would not permit us to 
control the 
patronage in the several States which they 
represent. It seemed as lawful to contra­ 
dict that vulgar libel as to publish it. Was 
it no;? Besides, it was well known that at 
the last session of Congress no appropria­ 
tion was made for the pay of the army. 
Democrats would consent to such appro­ 
priation unless conditioned that the army 
should not be employed to uphold govern­ 
ment in Louisiana. 
Republicans wou’d 
consent to no such condition. 
So for 
nearly six months the army served without 
pay. Congress was convened in special 
session to provide for its yay. 
Manifestly 
if Democrats insisted upon an UDjuat con­ 
dition they were responsible for the great 
wrong done. If, on the contrary, Repub­ 
licans resisted a just condition, we were 
responsible for that wrong. When, there­ 
fore, the President asserted in hts annual 
message that what Democrats insisted 
upon was only a constitutional duty, it 
seemed quite as lawful for me to show that 
it was not a constitutional duty.

General W W. Ii. J>ayis; Commissioner 
to the Paris K ip liitioa from JVnnsylva- 
nla, will sail on Tuesday next, to remain 
uatil the Expoaiiion closes,

with him several interesting souvenirs ol 
Lafayette and iicchambeau s Revolution­ 
ary exploits to their descendants in France. 
General Davis hts had a beautiful gold- 
mounted cane unde from the baud railing 
of the stairway of the ol J Bethlehem home 
where General Ltiaycttc lay wouuied after 
the battle of Brandywine. The Marquis de 
Lafayette, to whom the cane will be pre- 
eented, is a grandson of the L tfayctte of 
Revolutionary fame, 
lie will also present 
two email but elegant paintings to the Mar­ 
quis de Lifayettc. One turn is bed by him ­ 
self represents the old Moravian house at 
Bethlehem, lu which Latayette lay when 
wounded. 
The building has disappeared, 
having been torn down in 1£7'2, but a capi­ 
tal picture of it has been obtained as it wie 
wheb Lafayette occupied It. 
The other 
picture will be presented by General IYayis 
for Mr. George \Y\ Childe, of the Ledger. 
It ii a small but superb painting ct the 
house In Warwick Township, Bucks coun­ 
ty, a mile above Hartsville, where Lafay­ 
ette reported to Washington’s Lea lquarters 
in August, 1T77, for duly in the Continental 
army. 
The house is yet fcUndmg In good 
condition, and is occupied as a residence. 
General Davis has also made a unique ink­ 
stand from a block of wool cut out of the 
old Lafayette house rn Bethlehem, which 
he will present to Count Rochambeau, 
grandson of General Rochambeau, com­ 
mander of the French exp* Jitionary army 
to the United States ia I TSO. 
In the elab­ 
orate carvings of the inkstand are beauti­ 
fully blended the Fieur de Lls, or the old 
flag of France, the Stars and Stripes, the 
shield with coat-ot-arms of the Rochambeau 
family, the shield of the United States,with 
cannon muskets,and other paraphernalia 
of war, the stopper presented a miniature 
carving of the old Bethlehem house, in 
which Lafayette lodged, and all tastefully 
mounted on Tennessee marble.
